Later,  in  17S4,  when  the 
cause  of  the  American  rebels  was  triumphant,  Kaunitz  as  Chancellor 
recommended  commercial  relations  with  the  new  Republic,  and  an  envoy 
was  sent  by  him  to  Philadelphia.
